HERRY days are here again! 

And strawberries are still at 
their prime' This {ts indeed the 
time to lay in your supply for jel- 
lles and jams. 

Isn‘t it a great boon to the busy 
housewife to know that jellies and 
gama can be made without spending 
#0 much time and effort? Use bot- 
tled frult pectin to make up for 
the pectin deficiency of cherries 
and strawberries and a successful 
Jelly ia assured. 

Have you ever tried sliced straw- 
berry jam? Your family will find 
ft a rare treat. And, while on the 
subject of jellies and jams, be sure 
to give them plenty of time to set. 
Some fruits take a week to a month 
before they reach their final stage. 
Bo, don't forget, give them time. 

Here are some recipes to start 
our season with 


Cherry Jelly 
(Any kind except wild cherry or 
chokecherry) 
8 cups (1% Ibe) fuire 
6% aups (2% ibs.) sugar 
i bettle fruit pectin 
To prepare juice, stem and crush 
8 pommds fully ripe cherries. Do 
pot pit. Add % cup water, bring 
te a bell. cover, and simmer 16 
inetesn (For stroager cherry fia- 


vor, add \% teaspoon almond extract 
before pouring.) Place fruit in 
jelly cloth or bag and squeeze out 
julce. i 

Measure sugar and julte into 
large saucepan and mix. Bring to 
a boil over hottest fire and at once 
add bottled fruit pectin, stirring 
constantly. Then bring to a full 
rolling boil and boil hard % min- 
ute. Remove from fire, skim, pour 
quickly. Paraffin hot jelly at once. 
Makes about 9 giasses (6 fiuid 
ounces each). 


Sliced Strawberry Jam 

4% cupe (1 Iba.) prepared fruit 

7 cups (3 Ibe.) sugar 

“Y bottle fruit pectin 

To prepare fruit, cut about 2 
quarts fully ripe berrtes {n halves 
lengthwise; large berries in quar- 
ters. 

Measure sugar and prepared fruit 
into large kettle, mix well, and 
bring to a full rolling doi! over hot- 
test fire. Stir constantly before and 
while boiling. Bofl bard 3 minutes. 
Remove from fire and stir in bot- 
tled fruit ia. Then etir and 
skim by tarns for juet § minutes to 
cool elightly, to prevent floating 
fruit. Pour quickly. Paraffe and 
cover hot jam at ence. Makes 
about 10 glasses (6 Muid ounces 
each).

The Flower Show will not be de- 
voted entirely to flowers, although 
flowers will have the leading place.

Also among other things, we are 
to have a table given over entirely 
to our native ferns. We hope to 
have specimens of each kind with 
cards bearing brief descriptions of 
their habits of growth and the‘r 
main distinguishing features, 

I wonder how many realize that 
there are thirty-two different kinds 
of ferns in this locality, of which 
twenty-five are very common. 
They grow in all kinds of places, 
in swamps, among rocks, in the 


} deep woods, and in the open. They 


are of all sizes, from tiny fairly- 
like things, to specimens as large 
as shrubs, with fronds five feet 
and more in length. 

Much of the cool beauty of our 
wild lands is because of them. 
Their vivid light green holds a bit 
of the sunlight, even in places 
where the sun never shihes. They 
soften the rugged harshness of the 
rocks, and sway in airy grace with 
every passing breeze. We need to 
know more of them, these last sur- 
vivors of our world’s youth. 

I would suggest, that the ferns 
to be exhibited at the Flower 
Show, be taken up carefully and 
potted, using the soil in which they 
originally grew, and keeping them 
well watered. This table is for ed- 
ucational purposes only, and no 
individual prizes will be given. 

An _ interesting exhibit of 
pressed wild flowers is being col- 
lected and shown at the  Irbrary 
this month. Mrs. Vorce will be 
glad to have any unusual gpeci- 
mens that you may care to bring 
in, and will help to classify and 
name them.
